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Fears over further 
change at hospital

OUTPATIENT services at Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital could be 
about to change - sparking fears 
for the elderly and the area’s most 
vulnerable patients. 

All outpatient services at the city’s 
hospital, in Lynn Road, are cur¬ 
rently delivered by Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust. 

But that could all be about to 
change as the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical 

Commissioning Group’s (CCG) 
Older People’s Programme has now 
been put out to tender in the largest 
contract of its type to date. 

The CCG insists the procurement 
is to “improve outcomes and ser¬ 
vice quality” for all patients. 

But Huw Jones, Labour parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for South East 
Cambridgeshire, is worried that the 
move will leave elderly and vulner¬ 
able patients isolated. 

He said: “Elderly parents and 
grandparents deserve the best pos¬ 
sible services - so I am deeply con¬ 
cerned. This move is the thin edge 
of the wedge. 

“It is clear from published docu¬ 
ments that the CCG is moving 
towards privatising all of 
Cambridgeshire’s Community 
Services meaning the Princess of 
Wales Hospital’s outpatient service

could be next.” 

The CCG says the procurement is 
in its “early stage” and that it will be 
open to NHS organisations, as well 
as the independent and voluntary 
sector. 

But Mr Jones said: “The plan will 
leave NHS services being run by 
unaccountable businesses. 

“It is difficult to see how elderly 
and vulnerable patients will make 
their voices heard under the new 
system.” 

The shake-up is the latest in a 
string of changes at the busy hospi¬ 
tal in recent years. 

Last year, the main reception area 


was shut. It is believed that move 
cost about six people their jobs, 
although health chiefs have never 
confirmed the figure. 

Earlier this year, the hospital’s 
Welney Ward - a specialist care of 
the elderly ward - was then closed 
due to “significant staffing issues”. 

All patients had to be moved else¬ 
where, which had locals worried 
that the ward was going to close 
permanently. 

It finally re-opened around five 
months later. 

Dr Arnold Fertig, who is GP lead 
for Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough CCG Older People’s 


Programme, is urging patients not 
to worry. 

He said: “Improving care for older 
people is one of our key priorities 
and we are currently looking at the 
way services are provided. 

“We are in the early stage of a pro¬ 
curement that is open to NHS 
organisations, the independent and 
voluntary sector. 

“The CCG is led by GPs who look 
after many thousands of older peo¬ 
ple and we have been looking at 
how doctors, nurses and other pro¬ 
fessionals can be supported to 
improve services for older people by 
working better together. 

“The CCG’s over-riding objective 
is to improve outcomes and service 
quality for older people. 

“The current procurement will 
encourage existing and new provid¬ 
ers to think about how they can 
better integrate services in order to 
keep people as well as possible.” 

Mr Jones is planning to lobby the 
CCG’s next meeting at 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital in 
Huntingdon, when the controver¬ 
sial proposals will be discussed.

New convenience 
store on its way? 


A FORMER car dealership in Ely 
looks set to be transformed into 
a convenience store. 

For months it has been 
rumoured that the former 
Vauxhall garage in St Mary’s 
Street was going to be turned 
into a mini supermarket. 

Now major plans to change the 
use of the premises, which have 
stood empty since they were 
closed by car firm Marshall last 
year, to retail and business use 
have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The applicant is KDM 
Enterprises Ltd but neither they 
nor Barker Storey Matthews, the 
site’s Peterborough-based

agents, can yet confirm which 
supermarket company it is seek¬ 
ing to take over the premises. 

John Dadge, a director at Barker 
Storey Matthews, said: 
“Unfortunately we are still not 
able to confirm which company 
it is that is taking over the site at 
64, St Mary’s Street, Ely. 

“However, we can confirm that 
a proposed change of use from 
car showroom and workshops to 
retail and business use has now 
been submitted. 

“We hope to be able to 
announce who it is behind the 
plans as soon as a decision on 
the application is made.” 


As previously reported, it has 
been rumoured that the site is 
going to become a Tesco Express 
store or out-of-town style Asda or 
Sainsbury’s. However all three 
supermarket chains have denied 
any involvement in the site. 

In documents sent to the coun¬ 
cil as part of the change of use 
application, the applicants say 
they want the convenience store 
to be 260 square-metres in size. 

According to the plans, there 
would be approximately 20 car 
park spaces, as well as cycle 
parking facilities. 

A decision on the application is 
expected within eight weeks. To 
have your say, visit www.east- 
cambs.gov.uk.

IMAGINE being told you have ter¬ 
minal cancer just a few weeks after 
you find out you are going to be a 
father for the first time. 

That’s the tragic situation that 
nature-loving Jonathan Smith, aged 
just 33, is facing. 

In February he and his wife, Sarah, 
30, discovered they were expecting 
their first child. 

But just weeks later Jonathan was 
given the news that he had cancer 
and that it was incurable. 

Next month, six of Jonathan’s clos¬ 
est friends, who are all from Ely, are 
taking on a mammoth cycle ride to 
raise money for the Woodlands 
Centre at Hinchingbrooke Flospital 
in Huntingdon - the unit where he is 
being treated. 

The group, who are calling them¬ 
selves the Pinkery Pacers, will be 
cycling from a tiny village called 
Pinkery, in Exmoor, to the village of 
Colne, near Earith - a trip of almost 
300 miles. 

They have chosen Pinkery because 
they and their partners, and 
Jonathan and Sarah, travelled to 
Pinkery to celebrate New Year last 
year. They have chosen to end the 
ride in Colne as that is where the 
couple live. 

The Woodlands Centre is current¬ 
ly seeking to raise £800,000 to 


expand the unit, which would ena¬ 
ble it to treat more cancer patients 
like Jonathan, and the group hopes 
to raise as much as they can to help. 

Jonathan, who works for the 
Wildlife Trust for Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 

Northamptonshire and used to live 


in Ely before moving to Colne, said: 
“Obviously I feel really proud that 
my friends are doing this for me and 
for the unit. It’s actually quite over¬ 
whelming. 

“I was diagnosed with rectal can¬ 
cer in February this year. I was hav¬ 
ing trouble going to the toilet so 


went to my doctor. 

“Things got a bit worse so I was 
referred to a specialist at 
Hinchingbrooke. Sadly tests showed 
that I had rectal cancer, which is a 
form of bowel cancer. 

“The tumour had also spread into 
my abdomen and lungs. It means 
that my cancer is terminal and that 
chemotherapy can knock the 
tumours back but it will never get 
rid of them.” 

Jonathan said: “I was diagnosed 
literally a few weeks after Sarah and 
I found out we were expecting our 
first child. Our baby is due in just 
over four weeks. 

“Obviously it’s not a nice situation 
at all and it’s one huge emotional 
battle for us both but you simply 
have to focus on the positives. 

“We have a baby on the way and 
that’s what is keeping us both 
going.” 

The Pinkery Pacers’ ride is being 
held on Friday, September 13 and 
they hope to complete it by the end 
of that weekend.

Colcomb, Dave Allister, Andrew 
Wallis, Luke Mowatt, Ian Clifton 
and Ross Baxter.

A service spokeswoman said: “On 
Wednesday, August 21, the fire ser¬ 
vice completed its investigation into 
the cause of a fire at Kingsmead 
Court, in Littleport, and has passed 
on its findings to the coroner.” 

The blaze happened on Sunday, 
August 18 and destroyed the entire 
house, including its roof.

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Schools in the region 
buck the national trend 


STUDENTS across East 
Cambridgeshire have bucked the 
national trend by achieving top 
GCSE results. 

Nationally, there was a record fall 
in GCSE achievements, with 
tougher exams and a major rise in 
the number of 15-year-olds enter¬ 
ing early, being blamed for the 
drop. 

But King’s Ely pupils achieved 
outstanding results as ever, and 
both Ely College and Soham Village 
College’s results were the best to 
date. 

At Ely College, 54 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five or more A*-C 
grades, including English and 
Maths. This was up 3 per cent on 
last year’s results, and represents 
the college’s best ever performance 
on this measure. 

The college expects its five or 
more A*-C grades to be over 70 per 
cent again this year but is awaiting 
the results of a group of students 
who completed their course at 
another centre. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, college 
principal, said: “We are delighted 
for these students, who all worked 
extremely hard. 

“With universities and employers 
saying that they consider GCSE 
results as a key indicator of a can¬ 
didate’s potential, these students 
have set themselves up for future 
success. 

“It is their hard work, together 
with that of all our staff, that was 
recognised by Ofsted in the spring 
when they judged us to be a good 
school.” 

At Soham Village College, 68 per 
cent of students achieved five or 
more A* -C grades, including 
English and Maths - the highest 
the school has ever achieved. 

Nearly 100 students sat separate 
GCSEs in Chemistry, Physics and 
Biology and despite the much 
tougher grading in science sub¬ 
jects this year, almost half of them 
achieved an A* or A grade. 

Among the school’s top perform¬ 
ers were Helen Nuttall, who 
achieved 11 A* grades, and Torin 
Cooper Bennun, who achieved 
eight A*s and eight As. 

Other top performers included 
April Atkinson, Lucia Amoroso, 
Lauren Pettit, Charlotte Me Greavy, 
Hanif Osman, Molly Gillroy, 
Bethany Peryer and fames Walsh, 
who all achieved an average of 12 
GCSEs each at A* and grade A.

“Our students and staff have 
worked very hard to achieve such 
high standards in all curriculum 
areas and for students of all abili¬ 
ties.” 

At King’s Ely, 28 per cent of all 
grades received were A*, over half, 
54 per cent, were A* or A, and over 
three quarters, 76 per cent, of 
grades were A* to B. 

Despite a warning from the gov¬ 
ernment that schools should 
expect science results to dip, a total 
of 78 per cent of Chemistry stu¬ 
dents scored an A* or A as did 75 
per cent of Physics students and 63 
per cent of Biology students. And 
more than half, 52 per cent, of all 
students scored an A* or A in sci¬ 
ence 

Mathematics results were also 
up, with 43 per cent of all students 
achieving A*s, 65 per cent scoring 
an A* or A, and 84 per cent with an 
A* to B. 

In Textiles, Further Maths, 
Design and Technology, Classical 
Greek, Latin and Home Economics, 
all 100 per cent of students 
achieved an A* to B grade. 

King’s Ely International (KEI) 
students were also celebrating an 
overall A* to C rate of 91 per cent, 
despite studying in a language not 
their own and taking their GCSEs 
in just one year. 

In addition, around 14 per cent of 
KEI students achieved A* and A 
grades in every one of their GCSE 
subjects. 

Maths was one of the strongest 
subjects, with half of all students 
achieving an A*. 

Principal of King’s Ely, Sue 
Freestone, said: “This day in 
August is one of the best of the year 
as we witness our students’ delight 
when they open those envelopes 
and discover what they have 
achieved. 

“Many of our young people have 
done a fantastic job and achieved 
above expectation across the 
board.” 

Among the highest achievers at 
Witchford Village College were Ben 
Brown, who achieved six A*s and 
four As, Nicole Drury, who 
achieved one A* and seven As, 
Eleanor Grace, who achieved one 
A*, six As and one B, Clare 
Thompson, who achieved seven 
A*s and three As, and Esme Wright, 
who achieved five A*s and four As.

Bypass won’t stop the strikes 

GORDON Scott (letters, August 22) shares the 
widely-held misapprehension that the County 
Council’s proposed bypass will ‘eliminate the 
problem’ of bridge strikes on the A142 at Ely 
station. It won’t. 

This exceptionally low underpass is to remain 
open for local traffic because without it the 
lengthy new road and 400 metre viaduct would 
add seven minutes to all journeys to the 
station from the east. 

This extra journey time has an unfortunate 
effect on the calculations that underpin the 
precarious economic case for the £31 million 
bypass. 

In the new scheme, moreover, local traffic 


approaching the bridge from either direction 
will no longer have the alternative route over 
the level crossing. 

So even though the bypass would attract the 
majority of HGVs we can still reasonably 
anticipate the continuation of bridge strikes by 
a minority of smaller commercial vehicles and 
camper vans that follow the obvious route 
straight into Ely. 

A planning application for the bypass is 
imminent. The County Council is applying to 
itself for permission. 

Anyone who wants a comprehensive, effective 
and visually acceptable solution to the present 
traffic problem should object to this 
application. This will help to insure the 
holding of a public inquiry that can examine 
the proposal in an objective manner and make 
certain that the people of Ely get the right 
scheme.

Second burst 
water main 
causes chaos 


TWO burst water mains in 
one week left the village of 
Stretham looking like the 
“scene of an earthquake”. 

Almost 100 families were 
left without water when a 
water main burst on the 
A1123, at the junction of 
Newmarket Road and 
Green End. 

The water main burst at 
around 6pm last Thursday, 
leaving 78 homes without a 
water supply and causing 
the road to lift. 

The incident happened 
just four days after Anglian 
Water engineers were 
called to a burst water main 
in Top Street - again caus¬ 
ing chaos for locals. 

That main burst on 
Sunday and although AW 
says the pipes were 
repaired on the same day, 
the road could not be re¬ 
opened until four days 
later. 

Thursday’s burst water 
main saw the A1123 being 
closed to traffic and motor-

ists being diverted through 
the village centre. 

The traffic woes were 
heightened when the A10 
was closed until 8.30pm on 
Thursday because of a seri¬ 
ous accident at Chittering. 

Speaking to Ely News on 
Friday, a member of staff 
from Stretham Stores, in 
High Street, said: “It’s been 
pretty chaotic in Stretham 
this week to say the least. 

“We had the burst water 
main on Sunday, which 
didn’t see Top Street being 
re-opened until yesterday. 
And then last night the 
water main at the 
Newmarket Road junction 
burst. 

“It literally looks like the 
scene of an earthquake as 
the road has risen up in the 
middle, again forcing it to 
close. 

“It’s not affecting us 
thankfully but it obviously 
left people without water 


and forced motorists to 
take detours. 

“The diversions weren’t 
helped by the fact the A10 
was closed last night 
because of the serious acci¬ 
dent that happened. 

“The village was abso¬ 
lutely chock-a-bloc with 
traffic. It’s just strange how 
both mains burst in the 
same week.” 

A spokesman for Anglian 
Water said: “Firstly, we’d 
like to apologise to every¬ 
body affected by these 
burst water mains in 
Stretham. 

“Even though they did 
both happen within a mat¬ 
ter of days of each other 
they were not connected in 
any way.” 

Anglian Water hoped to 
re-open the road on Friday 
night following the burst 
main on Thursday but the 
work was not completed

Scrap metal dealer 
caught by police 


A MAN caught carrying scrap 
metal illegally has been ordered 
to pay almost £3,000 in court 
fines and costs. 

Frank Allgood was stopped by 
police in October last year when 
he claimed that the waste he was 
carrying had come from a skip 
and that he was taking it to his 
allotment shed. 

But subsequent checks with 
local scrap yards showed that 
Allgood, of Heron Croft, Soham, 
had, the day after he was 
stopped, weighed in a number of 
items similar to those found in 
his vehicle by police during the 
search. 


JORDAN DAY 


The Environment Agency (EA) 
pressed charges against Allgood 
and on Tuesday he appeared 
before Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court. 

He pleaded guilty to a charge of 
transporting controlled waste, 
namely scrap metal. 

The court heard that he had 
delivered £972.97 worth of scrap 
metal to scrap yards between 
July 30 2012 and November 26 
2012, continuing after he had 
been stopped by the police. 

He admitted that he had taken 
all but two of the items to the 


scrap yard to sell for a profit 
which he split with his two sons. 

Emma Cranfield, prosecuting 
for the EA, told the court: 
“Individuals and businesses who 
carry controlled waste must reg¬ 
ister with the EA. 

“The registration lasts three 
years. The cost of registration for 
a waste carrier for 2012 was 
£154.” 

Magistrates fined Allgood £750 
and ordered him to pay £2,000 in 
court costs. 

Allgood was also warned that if 
he wanted to continue to carry 
scrap metal waste he must regis¬ 
ter with the EA.

TECHNICALLY a comedy, 
Shakespeare’s Measure for 
Measure is more of a problem 
play than a laugh-out-loud funny 
piece. Still, this production, by 
Cambridge American Stage Tour 
(CAST), slickly takes the citizens 
of Vienna - overrun by shadiness 
and the sex trade - and gives it 
a modern gloss. 

The law is being ignored, Duke 
Vincentio goes undercover 
and the spiteful Angelo 
brutally takes control (fear and 
oppression his erstwhile tools). 
However, as he wrangles with 
the city, Angelo accidentally 
falls for the enchanting Isabella

ONE DIRECTION: THIS IS US

DIRECTED by Morgan Spurlock of 
Supersize Me fame, this is the story 
of five young men - Niall Horan, 
Zayn Malik, Liam Payne, Harry 
Styles and Louis Tomlinson - and 
their meteoric rise to fame. 

Except, sadly, this is not their 
full story. There's footage of the 
boys performing on stage, winding 
down post-show on the tour bus 
and relaxing in their hotel rooms. 

We also occasionally see the 
boys exploring the cities that they 
fleetingiy visit when they are able. 
During one trip they are spotted 
by a group of fans and have to be 
locked in a shop, protected from 
the mass of hysterical girls. 

Indeed, the fans feature heavily in 
Spurlock's film as they have done 
in the boys' careers. Never has 
the phrase 'we wouldn't be here 
without you' rung so true. 

One Direction fans can be 
obsessive, although they prefer the 
word dedicated. Statistics shows 
that four million people in the UK 
call themselves Directioners - these 
are the uber-fans who endlessly 
tweet about the boys and spend 
their spare pennies following the 
band around. 

During the film some of them are 
asked what it is they love about the 
boys. The answer? One Direction 



make them feel happy and they 
love that they're just normal guys. 

And this is a key message of the 
film, repeated time and time again 
by the boys and those who know 
them - One Direction are a regular 
bunch of lads. 

What the film is missing though, 
is any kind of glimpse into their 
lives outside the band. No 
girlfriends are seen or rumours 
addressed. There's no sex or drugs 
- or rock n' roll for that matter - 
and we get the feeling that we're 
being sold a rose-tinted view of 
the boys' lives which is hardly 
surprising given that Simon Cowell 
is a producer on the film. 

Having said that, there are 
revealing interviews with the boys' 


families. 

Teary-eyed mothers tell how 
their sons went to The X Factor 
auditions and never returned - 
they're a strange mix of incredibly 
proud and very sad. 

All in all this is a hard film to rate. 
It's 92 minutes of One Direction so 
surely fans of the band will love it. 
But what about non-Directioners? 
Spurlock has said that he 
challenges anyone to go to the film 
and not like the boys afterwards. 
It's a fair point. 

Having said that, with One 
Direction tipped to be the first 
billion dollar boy band and the film 
estimated to break UK box office 
records, perhaps all attempts at 
criticism are pointless anyway.

the autumn 



IT’S time to ease yourself out of the deckchair and 
put on your gardening gloves because autumn is 
almost upon us, and with it, a plethora of tasks to 
wake you from your summer slumber. 

There's a host of jobs to do to get ahead this 
autumn, so make the most of the last warm days 
by perking up your plants, 
then enjoy the season change 
as the leaves turn from green 
to brilliant shades of warm 
yellow, burnt orange and 
burgundy. 

Here's just a few of the 
tasks you could be doing to 
get a head start: 

■ Patio Plants 

When your summer bedding 
is past its best and beyond 
reviving, chuck it out and 
treat yourself to a fresh batch 
of winter-flowering pansies, 
evergreens and shrubs including autumn heather, 
Skimmia japonica 'Rubella' and variegated ivy to 
drape over the sides. Plant bulbs such as dwarf 
narcissi underneath. Spring-flowering bulbs in 
pots combine well with winter bedding plants 
such as pansies, evergreens, grasses and heathers. 
Group taller bulbs in the centre of the pot and use 
seasonal bedding nearer the sides. 


■ Boost your lawn 

Autumn is a great time to sow a new lawn, 
when the ground is still warm and there is likely 
to be some rain. You should have prepared the 
soil the previous season, making sure it has been 
well firmed and settled before levelling. Mark out 
your area and sow the seed 
evenly, scattering it in both di¬ 
rections before raking it into the 
soil surface. If it doesn't rain, 
water the seed well and keep 
the soil moist until the grass 
starts to appear. Net the area 
or put up a scarecrow to keep 
birds away. 

If you have bare patches, 
mow the lawn, rake the surface 
to remove debris then spread 
seed over the sparse areas, 
sweeping it into the surface, 
before covering it with a fine 
layer of compost and watering it in. 

■ Order bulbs 

You should be ordering your spring bulbs now, 
some of which can be planted as early as August. 
Among the first spring bulbs for planting are nar¬ 
cissi, both in the border and in containers. Others 
for planting in early autumn include muscari, 
crocus, iris and hyacinth. 


■ Sow seeds 

You don't have to just sow seeds in spring, 
because a range of flowers and veg can be sown 
in autumn to give a longer harvesting time or 
simply to have a better start after overwintering. 
Salads can be sown through to mid-September 
for overwintering, some lettuces will reach a 
size which is perfect for picking before the cold 
slows down growth. Use cloches to cover those 
to be left in the ground a bit longer. Baby spinach 
leaves and corn salad are worth sowing if you 
can cover them later, as are several types of 
overwintering lettuce. Sow overwintering onions 
in vacant rows in the veg plot and transplant in 


October. You can also sow some hardy annuals in 
late summer-Chiltern Seeds (www.chilternseeds. 
co.uk, (01491) 824675 is now offering a number 
of new varieties including Centaurea americana 
Aloha Blanca', pictured, which is robust and tall 
growing, bearing beautiful, fluffy, ivory-white 
flowers six inches across. 

■ De-clutter shed 

Now's the time to clear out those cracked and 
broken pots, rusty tools and snapped bamboo 
canes. Disinfect and neatly pile seed trays which 
won't be used until next year and give your hand 
tools a good clean, wiping blades over with an 
oily rag before prolonged storage.

Land Rover hybrid 
SUV powers ahead 



RANGE ROVER: Heading for a hybrid future 


LAND Rover has released details of 
its first production hybrid SUVs - 
pictured above - which will be 
capable of 44mpg and be rated at 
169g/km of C02. 

The figures, shared across the 
Range Rover Hybrid and Range 
Rover Sport Hybrid, are a signifi¬ 
cant improvement on the standard 
diesel drivetrain’s 37.7mpg and 
196g/km in the latest Range Rover, 
but the firm claims that the new 
system offers performance on a par 
with the exceptional SDV8 models. 

Power is put to the road through 
an eight-speed ZF gearbox. The 
entire hybrid system weighs 120kg, 
making it relatively lightweight for 
its type. It produces 1251b.ft of 
torque to add to the engine’s output 
and can even power the car inde¬ 
pendently. 

Using a driver-selectable EV mode, 
the Range Rover Hybrids will be 
able to drive at up to 30mph on elec¬ 
tric power only for a range of up to a 
mile. 

As such the hybrid system is 
designed only as a supplement to 
reduce load on the engine, reducing 
fuel consumption by making life 
easier for the diesel V6. 

The drivetrain’s combined output 
is 336bhp and 5161b.ft, the latter 
coming between l,500rpm and 
3,000rpm. Both models will acceler¬ 
ate to 62mph in less than seven 
seconds, while top speed is 135mph, 
or 140mph for the Sport. 

The latest generation models were 


designed with the integration of a 
hybrid system in mind. The liquid- 
cooled battery pack is mounted 
beneath the floor of the vehicle in a 
protective boron-steel cradle with¬ 
out impacting on the cabin or lug¬ 
gage space. 

The larger vehicle has the same 
five-seat capacity and luggage 
space as the standard Range Rover 


and retains the full-size spare 
wheel, and the Range Rover Sport 
Hybrid’s 5+2 layout is also 
unchanged from the standard 
model. 

To prove the new system’s reliabil¬ 
ity, three Range Rover Hybrids are 
set to drive from the Solihull factory 
to Mumbai, India, on the trade 
route known as the Old Silk Road. 



TIDY: A bit of cleaning can go a long way 

We’re cleaning up our act 


THE latest research from British Car 
Auctions (BCA), the leading vehicle 
remarketing company, reveals that 
nearly a third of motorists who have 
their car cleaned regularly pay to get 
it hand washed rather than do it 
themselves or take it to an automated 
car wash. 

One in 3 respondents to the BCA 
research said they get their car 
cleaned or clean it themselves at least 
every couple of weeks and nearly 1 in 
5 (18%) get it spruced up at least 
once a week. Of these nearly a third 
(31 %) use a hand car wash service 
with only 6% going to an automated 
car wash. 

For those motorists happy to pay out 
for a hand car wash, 1 in 3 go every 
couple of weeks and the same number 
around once a month. One in six get 
their car hand washed once a week. 

With a basic hand car wash starting 
at around £6 and potentially costing 
as much as £65 for a full valet, this 


could certainly add up with even just a 
weekly basic wash costing a motorist 
over £300 a year. It perhaps not 
surprising, therefore, that more than 
60% said they do it themselves, 
although a cheeky 2% would get their 
partner to do it! 

But whether motorists clean their 
car themselves or go to a car wash, 
Tim Naylor, editor of BCA’s Used Car 
Market Report, believes the new 
research shows that many motorists 
have real pride in their vehicles and 
this should be good news when they 
come to sell. 

“It is great to see that so many 
motorists are investing in getting their 
car cleaned regularly. Anything that 
can be done to ensure a vehicle stays 
in good condition is going to help with 
getting a good resale value when 
they’re ready to change.” 

The BCA research did, however, 
expose a few dirty drivers, with nearly 
4% cleaning their car just once a year! 


Volkswagen’s new Golf R is niftier still 



QUICK: The Golf R gets to 60mph in under 5 seconds 


THE new Volkswagen Golf 
R will be able to sprint to 
62mph in an 
unprecedented 4.9 
seconds, the company has 
revealed. 

This astonishing pace, 
which comes when the Golf 
R is specified with a twin- 
clutch automatic DSG 
gearbox, makes it as fast 
away from the lights as 
older sports cars like the 
Ferrari 355, the 4.0-litre 
TVR Cerbera and the 
Caterham 7 R300. 

With a manual gearbox 
the incredibly quick family 
hatchback is 0.4 seconds 
slower to hit the 
acceleration benchmark, 
but shares the same 
155mph electronically 
limited top speed. It puts 
its 296bhp - the most for 
any production Golf in 
history - down to the road 


through a fifth-generation 
part-time four-wheel drive 
system that hooks up 
under high power. 

Under the bonnet is the 
EA888 2.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine 
from the GTI, but enhanced 
with modifications to the 


cylinder head, exhaust 
valves, valve seats and 
springs, pistons, injection 
valves and turbocharger. 

Larger brakes have been 
installed to counter the 
huge speed on offer, with 
discs of 340mm at the front 
and 310mm at the back. 


Running costs are not 
expected to be prohibitive 
unless the huge 
performance is deployed a 
little too often. Fuel 
economy hovers around 
40mpg for both the manual 
and the automatic versions, 
while the tyres are a 
relatively affordable 
225/40 section as 
standard. 

Visually the Golf R will be 
distinguished by four 
exhausts, R logos and 
larger air intakes - which 
are needed to cool the 
higher-performance engine. 
The front bumper is 
therefore a different design 
as well. 

The car will star on the 
Volkswagen stand at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show next 
month, with a UK on-sale 
date to be confirmed after 
that time.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 
insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.
